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Ken Tyler is in his second year as Director of Athletics at West Virginia 
Wesleyan College. 


Tyler is one of the youngest Director of Athletics in the West Virginia 
Intercollegiate Athletic Conference. He arrives at Wesleyan after a seven- 
year stay at Shepherd University where he served as head men's 
basketball coach. Tyler also held the position of Assistant Athletic 
Director for the past six years. 


Tyler inherited a Wesleyan athletic program that won the West Virginia 
Intercollegiate Athletic Conference 8 Presidents’ and Commissioner's 
Cup's that are awarded for all-around athletic excellence among its member 
schools. In his first year, Wesleyan successfully defended their ownership 
of the Presidents’ and Commissioner 5 Cup's by winning league 
championships in seven sports -- men's and women's cross country, 
women’s soccer, men’s and women’s track and field, men’s tennis, and 
softball. 


Prior to his tenure at Shepherd, Tyler spent six years at Albright (PA) College, serving as head men’s 
basketball coach and Assistant Director of Athletics. He also had one-year stints as assistant men’s 
basketball coach at James Madison University under Lefty Driesell, Roanoke (VA) College, and East 
Stroudsburg (PA) University. 


During his six year career at Albright, Tyler compiled a record of 87-64. At Shepherd, he went 106-93 for an 
overall career record of 193-157. In the seven years prior to Tyler’s arrival, Shepherd won a total of 72 games, 
marking a 34 game improvement under his direction. He led Shepherd to back-to-back winning seasons in 
2006/07-2007/08 for the first time since 1992/93-1993-94. Academically, his teams had a 95% graduation rate 
for seniors. 


As the Assistant Director of Athletics at Shepherd and Albright, Tyler spearheaded a $300,000 campaign to 
renovate the Butcher Athletic Center at Shepherd and a $500,000 renovation to the Bollman Center at 
Albright. Renovations included new seating (chairback), scoreboards, scorer’s tables, lighting, sound 
systems, and flooring. 


A native of Jefferson County, he earned a bachelor of arts in history in 1987 and his master’s degree in 1989 
from The College of William and Mary. He was also a guard on the basketball team at Division I William and 
Mary. 


Off the court, Tyler has been an active member with the local United Way, serving as the chairman in the 

Eastern Panhandle from 2006-08, raising a total of $3.0 million. He is also an avid reader and a Civil War 
enthusiast. He and his wife Dawn have two children, son Jordan (11) and daughter Logan (8). Dawn is a 

member of the Education faculty at Wesleyan. 


Since Tyler’s arrival at Wesleyan, the Athletic Department has remodeled and upgraded the office area, 
re-surfaced the main arena floor, launched a new web site, hired a new head football coach, and drafted 
Bobcat Renaissance, a comprehensive strategic plan for athletics.

Dennis Creehan began his coaching career in 1971 as defensive 
coordinator at Keystone Oaks High School in his hometown of 
Pittsburgh. He joined the University of Pittsburgh's staff in 1974 as a 
graduate assistant under head coach Johnny Majors. 


In 1975, Creehan served as offensive coordinator at Carnegie-Mellon 
University (D-III) before joining the staff at his alma mater, Edinboro 
University in 1976 as defensive coordinator. In 1979, he took over as 
head coach, posting a 39-20-1 record in six seasons while capturing 
league titles in 1982 and 1984. 


He left Edinboro for the Canadian Football League in 1985 as a special 
teams coach with the Edmonton Eskimos, a position he held for two 
seasons and again in 1991. 


The Eskimos won the Western Division Championship in 1986. Between 
stints with the Eskimos, Creehan served two seasons as head coach of 
San Francisco State (D-II) and three seasons as special teams/linebacker coach at the University of Cali- 
fornia. 


In 1992, he became the head coach at the University of South Dakota where he inherited a one-win 
program and improved them to an 8-3 season in four years. He was named the 1993 North Central 
Conference Coach of the Year. At South Dakota, he coached future New England Patriots and three-time 
Super Bowl winner Matt Chatham. 


Creehan was also a member of several NCAA Division I staffs including stints at Army, Duke, Rutgers, 
and Arkansas State. As a defensive coordinator at Rutgers, a special teams coach at Duke, and linebacker 
coach at California, he coached future NFL players Wesley Robertson (Kansas City Chiefs), Dax 
Strohmeyer (NY Jets), Ryan Fowler (Tennessee Titans), and Ken Harvey (Phoenix Cardinals). 


Creehan spent four seasons from 2004-2007 as the associate head coach and defensive coordinator of the 
Calgary Stampeders installing an innovative 3-4 defensive scheme. 


A high school graduate of Bethel Park in Western Pennsylvania, he was inducted into their Hall of Fame 
in 2000 and was inducted into Edinboro University's Hall of Fame in 2001. He is the author of five books 


and several published articles. 


He and his wife, Linda, have two sons, Kevin and Casey.

Following an incomplete pass, Lorusso was intercepted on the game’s final play to spoil Wesleyan’s upset bid.

Clifford “Gip” Battles 


A Phi Beta Kappa scholar and triple threat gridiron star at Wesleyan, 
Battles left his mark on the game of football. He played for Wesleyan 
when the Bobcats schedule featured several big universities. Battles 
graduated from Wesleyan as the school’s all-time leading scorer. His 
most noted game was when he set the single game scoring record with 42 
points in a 51-6 victory over Salem in 1931. In the win, Battles gained an 
incredible 378 all-purpose yards. 


Battles spent six seasons in the NFL and racked up a total of 3,452 rushing 
yards. After the 1937 season, at the age of 28, he retired when the league 
salaries were frozen at $3,000. Battles traded in his position as the league 
career rushing leader for the position as the backfield coach at Columbia 
University. The new job gave Battles a 33 percent pay raise over his NFL 
salary.

Earle “Greasy” Neale 


A Wesleyan athlete from 1912-1914, Neale came back to the Bobcats two 
years later to coach from 1916 to 1917. Following his stay on the 
Wesleyan sideline, Neale took his talents to Major League Baseball. In 
1919 and 1920 he was ranked in the National League in stolen bases as a 
member of the Cincinnati Reds. Neale played eight successful seasons in 


the Majors. 


After hanging up his cleats, Neale re-entered the football coaching ranks. 
Both Washington and Jefferson University and the University of Virginia 
Date of Birth - Nov. 5. 1891 had the honor of his presence as head coach. He also served as backfield

High School - Parkersburg (WV) Neale’s widespread college coaching career proceeded his entry into the

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Leonard “Feets” Barnum (1932-1935) 


Barnum was an АП-УУУТАС selection during Ше 1933, 1934, and 1935 seasons. In 1936 he 
was the 12th player selected in the initial NFL Draft. The Parkersburg native was a second 
round pick of the Pittsburgh Steelers. Barnum then played for the New York Giants for 
three years, which included the 1938 NFL Championship team. In 1941 and 1942 Barnum 
took the field for the Philadelphia Eagles before a tour of duty in the military ended his NFL 
career. During his professional career, Barnum played quarterback, defensive back, kicker, 
and punter. He recorded a 43.5 yard punting average in 1941, which is still the third best 
mark in Eagles history. In 1942 he notched a 42.1 yard punting average. 


Kenneth Moore (1935-1938) 


Moore was an All-WVIAC selection in 1937 and 1938. He was а 
teammate of Barnum’s on the New York Giants team of 1940 under head coach Steve Owen. 
Moore played center during his one and only NFL season. 


Richard Thomaselli (1975-1978) 


Upon graduating as the lead blocker for Wesleyan’s all-time leading rusher, Thomaselli was 7 
signed as a free agent with the Houston Oilers. At his first camp, Thomaselli made it to Ше ET 
final cut day before the Oilers decided to go with a different back. A few days later, Rich | e 
was asked back by popular demand when an injury elsewhere on the team left a vacant spot. pd 
Many of the Houston players liked his work ethic, so they pushed management to bring him 
back. Thomaselli spent his time with the Oilers blocking for Hall of Famer Ear Campbell. ESI 
After leaving Houston, Thomaselli finished his career in Canada playing for the Montreal - 
Allouettes. He still ranks as the twelfth leading rusher in Bobcat history with 1,479 yards. 


Larry Coffey (1977-1980) 


Coffey ended his career as the all-time leading rusher in Wesleyan history. A native of Florida, 
he re-wrote the record books at Wesleyan by rushing for 3,053 yards and 23 touchdowns as a 
Bobcat. Upon graduation, Coffey was signed as a free agent by the Pittsburgh Steelers. After 
spending camp with the Steelers, he was released, but caught on with the New York Giants. 

He found himself competing with fellow rookie Joe Morris for a spot on the roster. Morris 
eventurally won the spot, but Coffey later signed with the New Jersey Generals of the USFL. 
He was slated to be the starter until the Generals signed a running back by the name of 
Herschel Walker. Coffey spent most of his tenure with the Generals splitting time with Walker. 
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Sheldon “Мое” Cooper (1994-1996) 


“Мое” ended his career at Wesleyan trailing only Larry Coffey on the all-time rushing list. 

Throughout his four years at Wesleyan, Cooper compiled a 5.1 yards per carry average and E 1 
scored 29 touchdowns. After graduation, the Bronx, New York native headed back home 

to play for the New York City Hawks of the Arena Football League. From there Cooper 
moved to Cincinnati where he kept in shape while working with troubled kids. He caught 

another break with the Roanoke team from the Arena2 Football League. In his season with 

Roanoke, “Мое” led the team in return yardage and finished second in tackles. 


Scott Gasper (1994-1998) 


; Gasper was the wide receivers coach at Wesleyan during the 2000 season and the quarterbacks 
ESI coach in 1999, In 1998 he led the Orebro Black Knights of Sweden to the European National 
Championship game and earned MVP honors in the contest. He also had a stint as the wide 
receivers coach for the Swedish National team which placed third in the World Cup of 
American Football. The Medina, Ohio native was a member of the 2001 Carolina Rhinos of 
З Ше Arena2 Football League. At Carolina, һе was a backup quarterback before moving to Ше 
Rochester Brigade where he saw significant playing time as the starting signal caller. While 
at Wesleyan, Gasper was twice named to the All-WVIAC First Team. He currently holds four 
Bobcat passing records. 


Alan Krutulis (2001-2002, 2004) 


In just three years as a Bobcat, Krutulis racked up 220 tackles, good for 11th in school 
history. He was an integral part of Wesleyan's 2002 WVIAC championship squad, and was Е 1 


a two-time All-WVIAC selection. Krutulis, along with teammate Zack Condo, was a 

member of Arena Football 275 Oklahoma City Yard Dawgz in 2006-2007. In his two years — 
with the Yard Dawgz, Krutulis ran for 63 yards on 13 attempts and scored two touchdowns. . 8 
Не also caught 15 passes for 131 yards. Не is currently a member of ће Grand Rapids » 
Rampage of the Arena Football League as a fullback. 


Zack Condo (2002-2005) 


Condo finished his Wesleyan career in 2005 ranked sixth in tackles (277) and tied for 11th in 
к sacks (12). Сопдо was a member of two WVIAC championship squads as a Bobcat and a 
three time All-WVIAC performer. The 674”, 270 pound Condo made the roster of the Arena 
Football League 275 Oklahoma City Yardz in 2007 as an offensive and defensive lineman. He 
4 =ч is a current member of Ше Bossier-Shreveport Battlewings as а lineman. 


T.R. Dues (2003-2005) 


After giving WVIAC opponents nightmares for three years as a versatile offensive weapon, Dues moved on 
to the Continental Indoor Football League’s Steubenville Stampede in 2007. Playing wide receiver, Dues led 
the Stampede in receptions (33), receiving yards (609), receiving touchdowns (13), scoring (15 total TD’s; 90 
points) and all-purpose yards (976) through six games. At Wesleyan, Dues ranked first in all-purpose yards 
(4,402) and third in total return yards (1,490), helping Wesleyan to the 2003 WVIAC crown.
